2. Thirty-Day Spring Choice Period

3. Explanatory Letters and School Choice Forms 


( in the first day of the choice period, an explanatory letter and this notice will he sent by first- 


da-- mail to the parent, o- other adult per-on acting a- parent, of each student then in the schools who 
i- expected to attend -cliool the following -chool year. A -cliool choice form will he sent with each 
letter, together with a return envelope addre.-Ked to the Superintendent. Additional copies of the letter, 
thi- notice and the choice form are freely available to the public at any school and at the Superinten- 
dent's office. 


4. Returning the Choice Forms 


Parents and students, at their option, may return the completed choice forms hy hand to any school 


ur liv mail to the Superintendent's office, at any time during the 30-day choice period. Xo preference 
will ne given for choo.sing early during; the choice period. A choice is required for each student. No 
assignment to a school can l>e made iuilc<- a choice i.- made first. 


5. Choice Form Information 


The school choice form lists the names, locations and grades offered for each school. The reasons 


for any choice made are not to be -tated. The form asks for the name, address and age of the student, 
the school and grade currently or la-t attended, the school chosen for the following year, the appro- 
priate signature, and whether the form lia> been signed by the student or his parent. Any letter or 
other written communication which identifies the student and the school he wishes to attend will be 
deemed just as valid as if submitted on the choice form supplied by the school system. The names of 
students and the schools they choose or are assigned to under the plan will not be made public by 
school officials. 


6. Course and Program Information 


To guide students and parents in making a choice of school, listed below, by schools, are the 


courses and programs which are not given at every school in this school system, 


The courses that Clow High School offers but Lincoln High School doaa not ore economics, 
geography, and music. 


The courses that Lincoln offers but Clow does not are chemistry, advanced science, Arkansas 


history, American government, occupations, and guidance. The courses and programs that are of- 
fered at Hope and Yerger High Schools but are not offered at Clow and Lincoln are physical scien- 
ce, physics, speech, Latin, Spanish, general math, journalism, shorthand, office practice, band, book- 
keeping, and football. 


Clow has a "C" rating. Lincoln is expected to have an "A" rating. Hope and Yerger High 


Schools are "North Central" rated. 


7. Signing the Choice Form 


A choice form may be signed hy a parent or other adult person acting as parent. A student who has 


reached the age of 15 at the time of choice, or will next enter the ninth or any higher grade, may sign 
his own choice form, The student's choice shall be controlling unless a different choice is exercised bv 
his parent before the end of the period during which the student exercises his choice. 
8. Processing of Choices 


No choice will be denied for any reason other than overcrowding. In cases where granting all 


choices for any school would cause overcrowding;, the students choosing the school who live closest 
to it will be assigned to that school. Whenever a choice is to be denied, overcrowding will be determin- 
/ed by a uniform standard applicable to all schools in the system. 
9. Notice of Assignment, Second Choice 


All students and their parents will be promptly notified in writing of their school assignments. 


Should any student be denied his choice because of overcrowding he will promptly be notified and 
given a choice among all other schools in the system where space is available. 


10. Students Moving Into the Community 


A choice of school for any student who will be new to the school system may be made during the 


spring 30 .lay choice period or at any other time before he enrolls in school. An explanatory letter, this 
notice ar.u '.he school choice form will be given out for each new student as soon as the school system 
knows about the student. At least seven days will be allowed for the return of the choice form when 
a choice is made after the spring 30-day choice period. A choice must be made for each student. No 
assignment to any school can be made unless a choice is made first. 
11. Students Entering First Grade 


The parent, or other adult person acting as parent, of every child entering the first grade, is re- 


quired to choose the school his child will attend. Choices will be made under the same free choice 
process used for students new to the school system in other grades, as provided in paragraph 10. 


12. Priority of Late Choices 


No choice made after the end of the spring 30-day choice period may be denied for any reason 


other than overcrowding. In the event of overcrowding, choices made during the 30-day choice period 
will have first priority. Overcrowding will be determined by the standard provided for in paragraph 8. 
Any parent or student whose iirst choice is denied because of overcrowding will be given a second 
choice in the manner provided fur in paragraph 9. 


13. Tests, Health Records and Other Entrance Requirements 


Any academic tests or other procedures used in assigning students to schools, grades, classrooms, 


sections, courses of study, or tor any other purpose, will be applied uniformly to all students without 
regard to race, color or national origin. Xo choice of school will be denied because of failure at the 
time of choice to provide any health record, birth certificate, or other document. The student will be 
tentatively assigned in accordance with the plan and the choice made, and given ample time to obtain 
any required document. Curriculum, credit, and promotion procedures will not be applied in such a 
way as to hamper freedom of choice of any student. 


14. Choices Once Made Cannot Be Altered 


Once a choice has been submitted , it may not be changed, even though the choice period has not 


ended. The choice is binding for the entire school year to which it applies, except in the case of (1) 
compelling hardship, ( 2 i change of residence to a place where another school is closer, (3) the availabil- 
ity of a school designed to fit the special needs of a physically handicapped student, (4) the availability 
at another school of a course of study required by the student, which is not available at the school chos- 
en. 


15. All Other Aspects of Schools Desegregated 


All school-connected services, facilities, athletics, activities and programs are open to all on a de- 


segregated basis. A student attending school for the first time on a desegregated basis may not be sub- 
ject to any disqualification or waiting period for participation in activities and programs, including 
athletics, which might otherwise apply because he is a transfer student. 
All transportation furnished 


by the school system will also operate on a desegregated basis. Faculties will be desegregated, and no 
staff member will lo-e his position because of race, color or national origin. This includes any case 
where less staff is needed because schools are closed or enrollment is reduced. 
16. Attendance Across School System Lines 


No arrangement will be made, or permission granted, by this school system for any students living 


in the community it serves to attend school in another school system, where this would tend to limit 
desegregation, or where the opportunitv is not available to all students without regard to race color 
or notional orgin. The Washington School District will mqke grrqngementi for students of either 
race m grades nine through twelve to attend either Hope High School, provide^ the student desires 
to attend Because of the higher rated school or to receive the benefits of something offered there 
which is not availqble in the Washington District. The Washington School District will grant per- 
mission for students of another school district to attend, one of its schools for similar reasons. 
17. Violations To Be Reported 


It is a violation of our desegregation plan for any school official or teacher to influence or coerce 


any person in the making of a choice or to threaten any person with penalties or promise favors for^any 
choice made. It is also a violation of Federal regulations for any person to intimidate, threaten, coerce, 
retaliate or discriminate against any individual for the purpose of interfering with the free making of a 
choice of school. Any person having any knowledge of any violation of these prohibitions should report 
the facts immediately by mail or phone to the Equal Educational Opportunities Program. U. S. Office 
of Education, Washington, D. C. 20202 (telephone 20?-Q62-i>3W). The name of any person reporting 
uay violation will not be disclosed without his consent. Any other violation of the desegregation plan 
or other discrimination based on race, color, or national origin in the school system is also a violation 
of Federal requirements, and should likewise be reported. Anyone with a complaint to report should 
first bring it to the attention of local school officials, unless he feels it would not be helpful to do so. 
If loci I officials do not correct the violation promptly, any person familiar with the facts of the violation 
should report them immediately to the U. S. Office of Education at the above address or phone number.

Robinson to be the guy who swings a pen- 
nant for Baltimore as there is on him to 
swing one for Cincinnati. 


According to the front office of each club, 


the Pappas-llobinson trade 
was meant to bring in the 
man who could put their 
respective pennant drives 
over the top. 


"I most certainly feel 


this pressure 
mounting," 


Pappas said, "but I wel- 
come it. I think it's great. 
Maybe it will make me win 
20 games finally. 


"There's pressure to win 


a pennant in Baltimore, 
too. I hope Robinson feels 
it and I hope it makes him hit .400 and 
drive in 200 runs," he said. 


"Then we can have a World Series in 


Cincinnati and Baltimore and all the brass 
will be happy and my new restaurant in 
Baltimore will be full every night." 


Pappas said that for the most part he 


likes the trade, that it "makes sense" even 
though it was sad to leave his Baltimore 
buddies. 


"A guy like me has to be flattered to be 


traded for a guy like Robinson. But the 
Reds needed pitching, and I can pitch—I 
think I proved it in the American League 
—and Baltimore needed one more big hit- 
ter," he said. 


The things about the trade Pappas dis- 


likes are the questions, mostly from fans 


Burgin 


and writers, that ask him to compare 
himself with Robinson. 


"It usually goes something like, 'Milt, do 


you figure you can fill Frank's shoes?1 I 
mean, how stupid can you get? 


"I tell them, hell no, I can't fill Robin- 


son's shoes. How could I? I'm a pitcher and 
he's an outfielder. I pitch once every four 
games and he bats and fields every day. 
Geez! 


"The real pressure," Pappas said, "is for 


me to beef up the pitching department, not 
to be another Robinson. Over in Baltimore 
nobody in his right mind is expecting Rob- 
inson to be another Pnppas. 


"I do understand why some Cincinnati 


people ask me questions like that," Pappas 
went on. "When you lose a guy like Robin- 
son you expect to get a Koufax in return. 
Still, I tend to resent it a little. Pride, you 
know." 


Pappas compiled a 110-74 record in his 


eight years with the Orioles. His best sea- 
son was 16-7 in 1964. Last year he was 13-9 
with a 2.64 earned run average. 


"I was worried that some of the players 


would be resentful that they got me for 
Robbie but everybody has been great," he 
said. "This means a Ibt. I seem to be fitting 
in with the team O.K. 


"But any pressure on me to win big is

Protocol Is Vital to That 
Social List for Survival

WASHINGTON (AP) - Can 


you use asparagus 
scissors? 


Eat 
an artichoke? Peel

orange with knife and fork? Do 
you realize "lady" is a poor 
word choice? 


In Washington, you know, or 


you're out. 


Some have dubbed this a jun- 


gle of gentility and knowing the 
game called protocol is vital to 
survival. 


A priestess of protocol is Mrs. 


Gladstone Williams, a petite, 
dark-haired. English-born hos- 
tess listed in Who's Who and the 
Green Book. Washington's se- 
lective social list. 


Concerned over the dilemma 


of unknowing newcomers, Mrs. 
Williams started a "orestige 
course i n social protocal" four 
years ago at Southeastern Uni- 
versity, two blocks west of the 
White House. 


THE DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Lanolin Base Cold Cream 
Best Type for Cleansing

There has been some con- 


fusion o v e r a statement I 
made regarding cold cream. 
For dry skin I recommended 
cold cream with a lanolin 
base for cleansing. For this 
purpose the so-called vanish- 
ing creams with a greaseless 
base should be avoided. 


Q—My doctor says I have 


pemphig'us erythematosus vul- 
garis. What causes this? Can 
it be cured? 


A—Pemphigus is a disease 


in which large blebs or blis- 
ters occur s u d d e n l y . The 
cause is unknown. There are 
several forms of the disease 
but none exactly as you have 
stated. Pemphigus vulgaris is 
the commonest form and was 
always fatal before the discov- 
ery of cortisone. This disease 
is-' characterized 
by 
severe 


pain and p r o s t r a t i o n . It 
should always be treated in 
a hospital, because scrupulous 
care is required to prevent 
the blisters from becoming 
infected and because trans- 
fusions are sometimes need- 
ed. When treatment with cor- 
tisone is started early in the 
course of the disease a cure 
can usually be expected. 


Pemphigus 
erythematodes 


is a rare form of the disease 
that is characterized by remis- 
sions and recurrences but is 
less severe than pemphigus 
vulgaris. 


Q—Is there any cure for 


hidradenitis 
suppurativa? 
I 


I have had it almost 10 years. 
My doctor tried tetracycline 
but I'm allergic to it. 


A—This is a deep-seated 


inflammation of the 
sweat 


glands, usually in the armpits. 


Some authorities believe it is 
caused by cutting the skin 
w h e n shaving the armpits 
thereby 
allowing 
infection 


with the ever-present staph- 
ylococci. Greasy ointments of 
all kinds should be avoided 
in this region. 


There are two forms of the 


disease. One resembles acne 
and the other boils. For the 
acute stage hot applications 
should be applied. The area 
should be cleaned with a soap 
that c o n t a i n s hexachloro- 
phene. A lotion with phenol 
or 
bichloride 
of 
mercury 


helps to control the infection. 
The treatment of choice is 
tetracycline but. since you 
are allergic to this drug, some 
other 
antibiotic should 
be 


used. 


For the chronic stage X-ray 


treatments may be helpful. 
When there is much tissue 
destruction plastic surgery is 
required. 


Q—While a patient in the 


hospital I heard people talk- 
ing about spinal block. What 
is this? 
A—This term usually re- 


fers to an obstruction of the 
flow of spinal fluid in the 
spinal canal. It may be caused 
by an infection in the spinal 
cord or a tumor of the cord 
or a vertebra. Less frequent- 
ly, the term "spinal block" 
refers to a type of spinal anes- 
thesia.

years old. Some are archaic. 
But 
diplomats coming 
here 


from other countries expect to 
follow them, and do—with the 
White House setting the pace." 


Students in her classes, which 


meet four hours one night a 
week, learn such things as: 


How to entertain with a full 


staff, how to use calling cards, 
reminder cards, table decor and 
settings, how to rank guests, 
serve wines, set up receiving 
lines, plan a wardrobe, fashion 
taboos, how to offer a toast, 
how to tip at the theater and 
"wrong words." 


These include words like lady 


—use woman; drapes — use 
draperies; formal—use evening 
gown; and tux—don't use it at 
all. 


Mrs. Williams generalizes: 
On peeling an orange with 


knife and fork: "If v^i'll en- 
tice, the Americans at the table 
Q3rPlv tnnHo it." 


On attending a reception: "Put 


antiperspirant on your hands be- 
fore the party." 


On fried chicken and steak: 


"Never 
serve 
at 
a 
formal 


dinner." 


If in doubt about any protocol 


problem, Mrs. Williams says "a 
smile in your eye* can get you 
by. If you look worried, it looks 
as if you don't know what you're 
doing. Act confident. 


"If you worry too much about 


whether to do a thing — if you 
find yourself asking 'Should I?' 
— then don't do it at all. 


"A general rule of thumb is 


to do anything to make people 
feel at ease."

VERO BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 


Last year at this time the Los 
Angeles Dodgers' monumental 
worry was how the arthritic left 
arm of Sandy Koufax would re- 
act to the rigor of pitching in 
rotation. 


T h e Dodgers found out and 


won the National League pen- 
nant. 


Now the Dodgers' even more 


monumental worry is how fast 
the left arm of Koufax and the 
right arm of Don Drysdale Will 
be ready to take their regular 
turns in the rotation. 


And upon that question could 


rest the chances of the Dodgers 
to become the first NL pennant 
repeater since the Milwaukee 
Braves won in 1957 and 1958. 


If Koufax and Drysdale, who 


signed for nearly a quarter of 
a million dollars after holding 
out for 32 days, can get into the 
starting rotation quickly 
and 


pitch as they did last year, the 
Dodgers conceivably could wind 
up at or near th etop again. 


But if the ace hurlers need 


more time to get into shape, the 
Dodgers could, at the start, get 
into trouble from which they 
might never recover. 


The Dodgers are dependent on 


the t w o pitching w h i z z e s . 
There's no doubt about that. 
Between them last season they 
won 49 regular season games 
and three in the World Series. 
Koufax also set a major league 
strikeout record and led the ma- 
jors with a 2.04 earned run av- 
erage.

Former Nazis 
Is Acquitted

MUNICH, Germany (AP) - 


Two former Nazi police offi- 
cials were acquitted today of 
charges of aiding and abetting 
the 1939 mass murder of 349 Po- 
lish intellectuals near Bydgo- 
szcz, in central Poland. 


The court said there was in- 


sufficient evidence to c o n vict 
Jakob Loelgen, 69, and Horst 
Eichler, 55. 


The prosecutor had asked the 


court to sentence Loelgen to 
four vo.nrs in prison and to ac- 
quit Eichler, a former lieuten- 
ant colonel in the Nazi SS 
(elite guard), because of insuf- 
ficient evidence.

go back to second, and either 
John Kennedy or the ever relia- 
ble Jim Gilliam—now a coach- 
will take over at third.

stop. John Roseboro is back be- 
hind the plate, and Ron Fairly 
and Willie Davis will be in the 
outfield with Tommy Davis or 
Lou Johnson. 


The Dodgers do have 
some 


pitchers 
beside 
Koufax 
and 


Drysdale. Claude Osteen, 15-15 
with a 2.79 ERA last year, is the 
No. 3 hurler while veteran John- 
ny Podres and Phil Regan, ac- 
quired from Detroit, could help. 


Manager Walter Alston also 


has some youngsters who could 
come through, such as Don Sut- 
ton, Bill Singer and- Joe Moel- 
ler. 


But still the Dodgers' hopes 


for winning another pennant or 
even finishing among the top 
three or four lie with Koufax 
and Drysdale.

What makes 


the statements 


all the more unusual is that 
folks at Lewis are primarily 
concerned with s p a c e flight 
propulsion. 


Dr. W. T. Olson, assistant 


director of this NASA com- 
plex adjacent to Cleveland- 
Hopkins Airport, thinks, how- 
over, that the connection is 
clear. 


He recognizes the concern 


expressed by many observers 
that too much money is being 
spent on the space program 
while medicine, education and 
other worth-while causes here 
on earth arc shortchanged. 
But Olson doesn't sec things 
that way. 


"The 
government 
is the 


first to experience 
tremen- 


dous expense in many scien- 
tific efforts," he says. "Once 
these ideas are proven, indus- 
try is able to put many of 
t h e s e principles to work 
through mass production. 


"It happened in the case 


of m i n i a t u r e transistors, 
which have resulted in thou- 
sands 
of 
people 
walking 


around with little radios stuck 
in their ears, and it will hap- 
pen more frequently in the 
future. It should be noted 
that 90 per cent of NASA's 
work is clone through contract 
to private industry." 


Dr. Olson envisions v a s t 


improvements 
in the fields 


of transportation, communica- 
tions, education, power gen- 
eration and medicine, to name 
a few, as a direct result of 
efforts in space. 


The earth will become one 


big neighborhood in the next 
25 years. "We already have 
supersonic military aircraft," 
he points out, "and superson- 
ic transports and conimericial 
airliners arc closer to being 
a reality every day. People 
will 
soon 
be 
flying 
from 


Cleveland to Tokyo in three 
hours and from New York to 
Paris in 2'a hours or so." 


Rocket-powered trains and 


all kinds of space-age-inspired 
p u b l i c conveyances, many 
powered by systems 
devel- 


oped at Lewis, will make al- 
ready fast-paced lives even 
more hectic. 


As for e a t i n g sewage, 


scientists have been probing 
recycling sewage b a c k into 
food in an environmental con- 
trol experiment. 


"We've come so far in the 


communications field." Olson 
says, "that most people now 
take it for granted when they 
flick on their television sets 
and watch a live round-table 
discussion with participants 
in Washington, Paris, London 
and Berlin." 


Color television consoles on 


telephones, p o r t a b l e tele- 
phones that can be carried in 
purse or pocket and other 
sophisticated 
portable appli- 


ances are things that will be 
with us in the next quarter- 
century. 


Through the use of tech- 


nology developed for space 
flight, Lewis scientists envi- 
sion the day when it will be 
possible to shrink the size of 
a big city power plant to the 
size of a room. Ugly substa- 
tions that chew up half a 
city block will disappear. 


Dr. Olson points out that 


fuel cells may play a big role 
in keeping our cities free of 
carbon monoxide and smoke. 


"The cells convert chemical 


energy to electrical energy 
at a very high rate of effici- 
ency," lie says. "They're clesn 
and' quiet and could be used 
to power c a r s , trucks and 
buses." 


New techniques developed 


in the space program have 
caused 
breakthrough 
after
